was  his  tears,  perhaps,  which  €aved  it  from  oblivion. 

In  1741,  it  formed  part  of  the  natural  shore  of  the  har¬ 
bor,  wliere  the  water  flowed  at  highest  tide,  as  when 
the  Pilgrims  stepped  out  from  their  shallop.  There 
seems  to  have  been  neither  wharf  nor  made  land  in¬ 
terrupting  or  concealing  it.  In  that  year  the  project 
was  entertained  of  building  a  wharf,  which  would 
cover  it,  and  the  idea  of  thus  losing  from  sight  this 
sacred  memorial  of  the  Pilgrims,  was  so  distressing  to 
the  venerable  patriarch,  that  he  wept  on  hearing  of 
it,  left  his  home  at  the  age  of  95,  and  “  in  the  presence 
of  many  citizens”  at  Plymouth,  pointed  out  that 
Rock  as  the  very  spot  declared  by  the  Pilgrims  them¬ 
selves  with  whom  he  had  been  contemporary,  to  be 
th.‘  identical  Rock  on  which  they  landed.  Doo--- 
E,-hraim  Spooner,  who  was  52  years  town  clerk  of 

citizens  at  the  Rock  with  Elder  Faunce,  in  the  year 
1741. 

When  the  Revolutionary  conflict  was  impending, 
just  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  the  patriots 
of  Plymouth  are  described  as  having  undertaken,  in 
the  earnestness  of  their  zeal,  to  remove  the  whole  Pil¬ 
grim  Rock,  or  a  large  part  of  it,  to  the  Town  Square, 
in  order  to  make  there  a  patriotic  rendezvous  and 
liberty-pulpit,  to  excite  the  people  agamst  the  oppres¬ 
sions  of  England.  In  these  energetic  efforts,  having 
split  off  a  huge  fragment  of  the  Rook,  they  concluded 
to  let  the  original  ledge  remain  as  it  was,  and  by 
means  of  some  twenty  yoke  of  oxen  dragged  their 
prize  to  the  Town  Square,  where  they  put  up  a  lib¬ 
erty  pole,  and  made  the  Rock  one  of  the  stepping- 
stones  of  American  independence.  There  it  remained 
till  1834,  when  it  was  with  suitable  ceremonies  inau¬ 
gurated  as  a  sort  of  monumental  sarcophagus,  within 
the  irou  railing  in  front  of  Pilgrim  Hall,  where  it  is 
now  to  be  seen.  The  people  of  Plymouth  will  not 
have  done  their  duty  to  the  original  Rock,  till  they 
make  a  little  park  around  it,  down  to  the  water’s  edge, 
whe-e  annually  there  might  be  a  pleasant  ceremony 
of  landing  from  the  sea,  as  solemn  and  magnificent 
as  that  of  dropping  a  ring  into  the  Adriatic  at  Venice, 
and  much  more  glorious  in  its  meaning.  The  Rock 
now  in  front  of  the  Hall,  with  the  inscribed  names  in 
black  around  it,  might  be  apt  to  suggest  to  the  mind 
the  idea  of  a  coffin  or  monumental  urn,  with  the  pall¬ 
bearers.  It  looks  too  hearse-like,  for  a  pleasant  im¬ 
pression,  such  as  one  would  wish  to  have  before  that 
relic,  which  is  the  emblem  of  life,  not  death,  for  New- 
England. 

Let  us  now  enter  the  Pilgrim  Hall  itself,  which 
we  should  like  to  have  seen  built  out  of  rough  gran¬ 
ite,  in  blocks  hewn  somewhat  like  logs,  and  with  win¬ 
dows  ot  the  shape  of  a  wigwam.

Forefathers’  Rock  in  Plymouth— Experiments  upon  it, 
Boulders  from  it,  and  Authenticity  of  it— The  Pilgrim 
Hall,  iu  Relics  and  Curiosities- The  early  Pilgrim  Arch¬ 
itecture. 

We  return  now  to  the  Pilgrim  Rock,  of  which  we 
have  said  but  little.  If  it  were  in  the  Romish  Church, 
it  would  be  participant  in  the  pretended  universality 
of  that  Church,  and  of  course  would  be  all  over  the 
world,  and  in  every  part  infallible,  as  self-multiplying 
as  the  true  cross.  But  being  simple  Puritan  granite, 
of  God’s  own  make,  it  stays  where  God  placed  it,  and 
as  yet  there  is  said  to  be  only  one  spot  in  the  world 
where  the  Pilgrims  landed.  The  Rock  is  described 
to  be  but  little  more  than  two  yards  in  diameter;  but 
this  I  cannot  assert,  only  it  is  evident  that  between 
it  and  the  water  there  must  have  accumulated  in  the 
lapse  of  time,  and  by  the  building  of  wharves  and 
warehouses,  much  made  land,  which  now  covers  it. 
and  makes  the  traveler  pause,  at  first,  in  incredulity 
or  mystery,  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  shallop  evei 
landing  a  load  of  passengers  there.  Scoop  down  the 
accumulated  soil  of  two  centuries  deep  enough,  and 
let  the  tide  rise  as  at  that  stormy  day  in  December 
1620,  and  you  will  probably  find  the  landing  at  that 
spot  easily  demonstrated.  There  is  no  need,  how¬ 
ever,  of  any  such  experiment  for  evidence  in  the  case. 
There  is  no  doubt  whatever  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
spot. 

Here  I  would  state,  for  the  satisfaction  of  those 
who  have  never  yet  had  opportunity  to  visit  the  land¬ 
ing-place  of  the  Pilgrims,  and  who  may  chance  to  be 
in  Brooklyn  before  they  see  Plymouth,  that  there  is 
a  knuckle  of  this  Rock,  about  as  big  as  a  man’s  two 
fists,  or  perhaps  as  large  as  Captain  Miles  Standish’s 
helmet  (he  was  a  small  man)  protruding  from  one 


fore  the  more  precious.  What  there  are  are  quite 
undoubted,  and  we  have  a  feeling  for  them  like  that 
of  Paul,  when  he  spoke  of  “  the  golden  pot  that  had 
manna,  and  Aaron’s  rod  that  budded things,  how¬ 
ever  sacred,  which  God  did  not  suffer  to  be  preserved 
any  more  than  the  brazen  serpent  of  the  wilderness, 
lest  they  should  produce  a  mongrel  superstitious  Ro¬ 
manism  before  its  time ;  an  earnest  of  the  idolatry 
of  the  Man  of  Sin  and  Son  of  Perdition,  before  his 
development.  I  wonder  that  they  should  not  have 
preserved  some  one  or  two  houses  of  the  earliest  Pil¬ 
grim  settlers  in  Plymouth.  The  habitation  of  a  May¬ 
flower  family  would  have  been  as  much  piized  as 
Shakspeare’s  house  in  England.  And  it  is  little  more 
than  two  hundred  years !  Singular,  that  not  a  dwell¬ 
ing  should  have  been  suffered  to  remain.  There  is 
nothing  of  the  kind  in  all  that  region,  excepting  only 
the  ruins  of  Miles  Standish’s  house  in  Duxbury.  I 
believe  there  are  houses  in  Salem  much  older  than 
any  in  Plymouth.  The  house  in  which  the  Hon.  T. 
Pickering  was  born,  is  about  200  years  old,  carrying 
us  back  very  near  to  tlie  landing  of  the  Pilgrims,  and 
it  is  now  in  good  keeping.  But  there  is  hardly  a 
building  in  Plymouth  more  than  a  hundred  years  old. 
The  ‘  Winslow  house,’  in  Marshfield,  is  said  to  have 
been  built  more  than  150  years. 

The  first  dwellings  constructed  must  have  been  in¬ 
ferior  and  rude,  and  in  the  whole  of  the  first  year’s 
time  they  had  but  seven.  Their  houses  were  of  thatch¬ 
ed  roofs,  and  from  Mr.  Winslow’s  letter  contained  in 
the  volume  of  their  Journal,  it  would  appear  that  for 
windows,  to  keep  out  the  weather  and  let  in  the  light, 
they  used  paper,  saturated  with  linseed  oil.  On  oc¬ 
casions  of  .state,  such  as  the  reception  of  Massasoit, 
the  Indian  king,  they  had  a  green  rug  that  they  could 
spread,  and  some  cushions.  From  the  beautiful  spe¬ 
cimen  preserved  in  Pilgrim  Hall,  of  the  needlework 
of  one  of  the  daughters  of  Captain  Miles  Standish, 
we  sec  that  the  New-England  women  knew  how  to 
adorn  their  houses  and  make  them  comfortable.  “  She

When  the  Revolutionary  conflict  was  impending, 
just  before  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  the  patriots 
of  Plymouth  are  described  as  having  undertaken,  in 
the  earnestness  of  their  zeal,  to  remove  the  whole  Pil¬ 
grim  -Rock,  or  a  large  part  of  it,  to  the  Town  Square, 
in  order  to  make  there  a  patriotic  rendezvous  and 
liberty-pulpit,  to  excite  the  people  against  the  oppres¬ 
sions  of  England.  In  these  energetic  efforts,  having 
split  oflf  a  huge  fragment  of  the  Rock,  they  concluded 
to  let  the  original  ledge  remain  as  it  was,  and  by 
means  of  some  twenty  yoke  of  oxen  dragged  their 
prize  to  the  Town  Square,  where  they  put  up  a  lib 
erty  pole,  and  made  the  Rock  one  of  the  stepping- 
stones  of  American  independence.  There  it  remained 
till  1834,  when  it  was  with  suitable  ceremonies  inau¬ 
gurated  as  a  sort  of  monumental  sarcophagus,  within 
the  iron  railing  in  front  of  Pilgrim  Hall,  where  it  is 
now  to  be  seen.  The  people  of  Plymouth  will  not 
have  done  their  duty  to  the  original  Rock,  till  they 
make  a  little  park  around  it,  down  to  the  water’s  edge, 
whe-e  annually  there  might  be  a  pleasant  ceremony 
of  landing  from  the  sea,  as  solemn  and  magnificent 
as  that  of  dropping  a  ring  into  the  Adriatic  at  Venice, 
and  much  more  glorious  in  its  meaning.  The  Rock 
now  in  front  of  the  Hall,  with  the  inscribed  names  in 
black  around  it,  might  be  apt  to  suggest  to  the  mind 
the  idea  of  a  coffin  or  monumental  am,  with  the  pall¬ 
bearers.  It  looks  too  hearse-like,  for  a  pleasant  im¬ 
pression,  such  as  one  would  wish  to  have  before  that 
relic,  which  is  the  emblem  of  life,  not  death,  for  New- 
England. 

Let  us  now  enter  the  Pilgrim  Hall  itself,  which 
we  should  like  to  have  seen  built  out  of  rough  gran¬ 
ite,  in  blocks  hewn  somewhat  like  logs,  and  with  win¬ 
dows  ot  the  shape  of  a  wigwam. 

You  will  see  in  the  Pilgrim  Hall,  among  the  most 
interesting  of  the  relics  there  preserved,  an  old  Bible 
from  the  family  of  John  Allyn,  which  with  some 
reason  may  be  supposed  to  have  been  brought  in  the 
Mayflower?  By  the  side  of  that  Bible  is  the  sword 
of  Miles  Standish — of  little  use,  however  nobly  wield¬ 
ed,  had  they  not  taken  with  it,  and  above  it,  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God.  Captain 
Miles  Standish’s  face  is  the  best  depicted  countenance 
that  you  will  see  in  the  lai^  pictnre  of  the  Landing 
of  the  Pilgrims,  preserved  in  Pilgrim  Hall— the  most 
of  resolution'  and  of  character  in  it.  There  is  kept 
in  the  Hall  the  Captain’s  old  iron  pot,  a  piece  of  his 
kitchen  furniture,  and  there  are  several  large  pewter 
dishes  belonging  to  him.  There  are  more  relics  of 
this  kind  relative  to  him,  than  to  any  other  of  the  Pil¬ 
grims;  I  suppose,  because  he  had  a  house  and  farm 
on  the*  Duxbury  side  of  the  harbor,  which  remained 
till  a  late  period,  and  must  have  contained  many 
things  of  deepest  interest.  The  farm  is  pointed  out 
tp  you,  as  a  round  grassy  hill,  rising  with  an  easy 
undulation  from  the  shore,  bare  of  woods  now,  though 
it  was  partly  forest-clad  when  Miles  Standish  took 
possession  of  it  If  they  had  given  him  the  whole 
township,  it  vfrould  have  been  bnt  a  very  little  rec^- 
pense  for  his  invaluable  services  to  the  colony.  His 
was  a  small  body,  but  a  noble  soul. 

By  the  side  of  Miles  StandUh’s  iron  pot  and  pew 
ter  dishes,  yon  wiU  find  among  other  curious  relics  I  Pobms 
Elder  Brewster’s  spoon,  an  iron  spoon.  He  never 
said  to  his  people,  I  have  fed  you  with  milk  and  not 
meat,  for  ye  are  not  able  to  bear  it  His  ministry,  as 
that  of  the  Pastor  Robinson,  was  nourishment  for 
men,  as  weU  as  babes  in  Christ  Elder  Brewster’s 
old  dilapidated  oaken  arm-chair  is  a  still  greater  cu- 
rioeity.  If  he  could  write  sermons  in  that,  as  it  now 
is,  he  was  a  man  of  greater  physical  endurance, 
greater  breadth  of  beam,  as  weU  as  powers  of  atten¬ 
tion,  than  most  ministers  in  our  day.  Probably  it 
may  have  heea,  not  his  study  chair,  but  the  chair  in 
which  he  exercised  his  ruling  eldership  an  offiM 
just  now  in  the  Puritan  churches  as  curious  a  rebc, 
as  this  bottomless  oaken  frame.  Sitting  in  that  chair, 
a  descendant  of  the  Pnritans  mny  see  ns  fiar  into  the 
fntnie,  as  any  son  of  the  Covenanters  standing  in 
John  Knox’s  pulpit  in  the  Mnsenm  at  Edinburgh.
